ALWAYS RUNS UP HILL, 



Call the rabbit a cotton-tail, bunny 
molly hare or any other name and still 
he conjurea -more hunters than any 
other apeetes of our native game, 
is foun^ from coast to coast, and 1h 
better known to man. Woman and child 
than any other animal. 

In biinlini; the rabbit, there arc 
many thiiiKs to remember. The bunny 
riina at night and sleeps in daytime, 
Any rabbit who la routed out In the 
day time Is routed from blS real. Be in 
the fleld at break of dawn. 

If you are using a hound ami a rab- 

I IS "jumped," stand slill. If the 
hound is any good and the rabbit does 
not "hole up" the dug will bring him 
around to you to be shot. If the rnbbi 
"boles" the dog will tell you where. 

if you do not use a dog, stir around 
in thick briars or In brush piles In the 
w"oi>da. 

If you have companlona and one of 
llie party is Hlimnt.' amoiiK the brush 
at the 'bottom of the bill, station some 
one at the top of the hill. Hunny near 
l> always runs up hill. That's because 
Ins rear lega are much stronKer tha 
Ins front less. . 

If liKht snow haa fallen the night be 
Tore follow- the tracks. They will lea 
to the bed the raliliit has picked for tl 
diiy'B reat. If snow Is heavy and the 
weather astremely cold,, the bunny wi 
go Into burrowa, drains and clsteri 
or In hollows low- down In trees 

When sleet stornis llatten lirlais ai 
bruah, a rabbit can lind coiiccalinen 
In a little patch no larger than hlmaelf 
Start early and stay late. Stir ev 
ery brush and briar and do not over 
look patchee of grass and weeds. Use 
a shotgun, most any guage la good. No, 
shots or even fours or sixes. When 
ibbil is "Jumped"' get a bead on Ilim 
and take your time.
